In a diplomatic, but nonetheless 
forceful manner, leaders of the Roose- 
velt campaign let it be known that the 
answer to the Shouse recommenda- 
tion will be to wage a highly organ- 
ized and intensive fight in every state 
where the political proprieties permit 
them to enter. In keeping with this 
determination they are now _mobiliz- 
ing their forces for a militant cam- 
paign whose objective will be to win 
the nomination not after but before 
the convention meets. 

The campaign, it is asserted, will 
be carried to every state in the Union, 
except those in which a favorite son

Two hundred officers representing 
120 posts of the American Legion as- 
sembled here at the comniand of the 
national body and were given definite 
and -implicit instructiogs for a cam- 
paign expected to place 15,000 men 
at work in Georgia. 

The battle plan was worked out 
by the national body in an effort to 
place 1.000,000 men- back at ‘work 
within the next 30 days. Employers 
will be asked to increase their forces 
10 per cent. Those why cannot will 
be requested to add one man to their 
pay rolls and if a permanent employe 
cannot be added they will be urged 
to add at least one man for a 30- 
dav period, 

George Freeman, New York, repre 
senting the Legion’s national unem- 
ployment committee, outlined the com- 
bat plans and declared unemployment 
had brought abont a situation com- 
ee to the worst devastation 

rought by war. He said the Legion 
had already made its battle plan ef- 
fective in Rochester, N.’Y., ‘furnish- 
ing $5,000,000 worth of work. 

Quimby Melton, state commander 
and eidtor of the Griffin News, de- 
scribed the Legion’s fight as a wheel 
within a wheel and expressed the be- 
lief that momentum of its efforts 
would bring about rehabilitation of 
the nation’s business.

HONAN FU (Temporary Capital 
of China, Feb, 15.—(Monday)—(™/) 
The a Witionalist party of 
China, teday urged that “no grounds 
be yielded to the Japanese.” 

The central executive committee of 


the party sent an urgent telegram 
to the executive yuan and the _mili- 
tary council declaring that the Japa- 
nese pro sal to emilitarize the 
“principal ports” of @hina, was made 
with a view to subjugating the nation. 

The proposal, the telegram said, 
was absolutely unacceptable. 

Messages from Swatow, via Can- 
ton, said the arrival of Japapgse 
warships off Swatow had _ created 
much nervousness among the populas 
tion, leading to enforcement of mar- 
tial law and closing of the city gates 
between 8.p. m. and 11 a. m. 

Nanking dispatehes said that Wang 
Chimg-wei, the youthful president of 
the nationalist government executive 
department, had just arrived from 
Honan Fu, There in a message ad- 
dressed to the nation and the world 
he said, “Our armies may be defeated 
but the nation will not be conquered.” 

Pointing out that China’s military 
and economic advancement had lagged 
during the last decade, Wang declar- 
ed that “nevertheless Japanese mili- 
ag 4 aggression will be resisted by 
a determined ‘nation.” 

“They may occupy our cities,” he 
said, “but every man, everywhere, will 
resist. Japan may send millions of, 
troops but shall find it impossible to 
subjugate China. Our position in in- 
ternational relations is supported by 
strong arguments and facts. We 
won't make concessions. Until Japan 
gives up the idea’of forcing China 
by armed aggression to surrender our 
territorial and administrative sover-

NIPPONESE TACTICS 
AGAIN PROTESTED

SHANGHAI, Feb. 15.—(Monday) 
Japanese soldiers streamed ashore 
in Shanghai again today to swell 
thousands awaiting the biggest bat- 
tle yet in the warfare with China. 

They landed from four new troop 
ships that arrived off the Japanese 
docks in the Whangpoo river almost 
on the heels of a horde of Nipponese 


troops disembarked by seven trans- 
ports yesterday. 

Japanese naval headquarters had 
announced earlier that five or six 
transports were on the way with pos- 
sibly 10,000 troops. 

The four ships, decks bulging with 
soldiers in field uniforms, presumably 
belonged to this flotilla. Not a single 
Chinese gun spoke as the vessels, un- 
der a convoy of destroyers, passed 
the Chinese forts at Woosung, zone 
of recent battle, at the confluence of 
the Whangpoo and Yangtze rivers, 16 
miles northwest of Shanghai. 

Three Japanese airplanes appeared 
over stricken Chapéi, Chinese section 
of the city converted days into a 
battleground, and ageit bom it at 
about the time the new troopships ar- 
rived, 

Except for a brief exchange of artil- 
lery and machine-gun fire over Chapei 
early in the morning and the later 
bombing, Japanese headquarters said 
everything was quiet on the Chapei- 
Woosung front. But Japanese planes, 
flying over Woosung, reported the dis- 
wat on of as ment as 500 Chinese 
Ssoidiers moving from Woosung alon 
the south bank of the Veneta vie: 

Japanese officials interpreted this 
as indicating that the Chinese were 
beginning to retreat from that area. 
The reported movement, however, 
acked confirmation in other quarters. 

A battle that would make hostilities 
around Shanghai during the last three 
weeks look like a mere skirmish ap- 
peared inevitable today as both Chi- 
nese and Japanese massed troops and 
more troops all along the Chapei- 
W oosung battlefront. 

The coming of bloodshed on a large 
scale appeared all the more certain 
as feverish efforts of neutral medi- 
ators to avoid it met with failure at 
every turn. The American, British 
and French ministers spent all of Sun- 
day seeking a loophole which might 
open the way for some kind of nego- 
tiations but achieved no tangible re- 
sults. 

Influential Chinese themselves held 
numerous confrences trying to con- 
ceive some possible peace plan, but 
the early hours of Monday found them 
most pessimistic. Among the con- 
ferees was T. V. Soong and H. H. 
Kung, both former ministers in the 
former Nanking government. 

Numbers Concealed. 

The Japanese concegled the number 
and disposition of troops along the 
battle line but military observers es- 
timated that they had at least 25,000 
men and ample modern equipment 
ready for battle. The Chinese mean- 
while continued to dig into their posi- 
tions and declared they would die 
before they gave in. 

The Chinese manpower was appar- 
ently equal to the Japanese or even 
greater, but their equipment, observ- 
ers believed, was far inferior.

Thirty Miles. 

The admiral intimated that if the 
Chinese troops did not voluntarily 
withdraw the Japanese would drive 
them back perhaps 30 miles from the 
boundaries of the international lines, 
A narrower zone, he _ pointed out, 
would make possible surprise forays 
from the Chinese, thus endangering 
the safety of Japanese in Shanghai.

Says VanPaassen, onEve ot Lecture 


ON BUSINESS FIRMS 
SOUGHT BY SOCIETY 


- The financial plight of the nations 
is excellent’ insurance against another 
world war, for the sfmple reason that 
it takeMeash to make the guns roar, 
Pierre Van Paassen, noted newspaper 
correspondent and former member of 
The Constitution staff, pointed out 
Sunday in an interview on the eve of 
his address in Taft hall at 8:30 
o'clock tonight. : 

Van Paassen, who has “zigzagged” 
across Europe and Asia to report in- 
timately of what he saw and heard, 
found that “the world is armed to the 
teeth in spite of disarmament confer- 
ences and widespread agitation against 
war.” But, he added, in spite of heavy 
armaments and the spirit of restless- 
ness, another war is not imminent. 

“It was a great mistake to allow 
Japan to win the Russo-Japanese war. 
because the Japanese victory caused 
the white race a loss of prestige in 
the orient and inspired Hindu leaders 
to begin a struggle against white su- 
yxremacy. That war also undermined 

ussia and really started the Russian 
revolution. Flushed by its decisive de- 
feat of Russia, Japan determined to 
overcome the power of the white race 
in the east and herself dominate the 
orient, and this dream is being real- 
ized,” Van Paassen said. 

Although he favors the wiping out 
of war loans, Van Paassen said that 
it is easy to understand opposition of 
Americans to proposed cancellation of 
debts. “A great deal of the money 
was loaned to European nations for 
the purpose of reconstruction after 
peace was declared, and the debtor 
nations used the money to augment 
their fighting strength.” he said. 
“Naturally, the people of the United 
States object to giving other countries 
money to build up war machines.” 

Construction of armaments is re- 
sponsible for many of the economic 
ills of Europe, Van Paassen said. Eu-

The case of the man in Cleveland 
who could not bring himself to an- 
swer a telephone because ten years 
ago as he answered one he heard the 
death screams of his wife who was 
being murdered, is somewhat similar 
in psychological assocjations with that 
of Pinchas Rutenberg, the great si- 
lent engineer who has electrified the 
Jordan river in Palestine. ; 

Rutenberg cannot bear the sight of 
his own hands. He always wears 
gloves and black ones at that. For 
it is with those hands that he squeezed 
the life out of the Priest Gapon, 
the agent provocateur who led 6,000 
—— to the frightful slaughter in 
ront of the Petrograd winter palace 
in 1905. Gapon had come to the so- 
cial revolutionary’ chiefs, among 
whom was Rutenberg, and in the 
course of time he had managed to gain 
their confidence. When famine and 
destitution reached a climax, Gapon 
volunteered to lead the masses to the 
winter palace square to petition the 
czar for bread. 

Six or seven thousand people fol- 
lowed him. They stood in the ice- 
cold blasts of a Petrograd winter yo 2 
ing hymns and calling upon the Little 
Father to have mercy on them. Sud- 
denly a shot rang out. Other shots 
followed. Machine guns blazed from 
every house top into the mass of peo- 
ple. Not a shot missed. In a quar- 
ter of ap hour the square was piled 
with corpses. There was no escape 
as Bay exits had been closed by Cos- 

&. 

Rutenberg was in the square, but 
managed to extricate himself. He had 
seen Gapon’s treachery. Later the 
chiefs lured Gapon to Finland, to a 
deserted villa where the social revo- 
lutionaries had their headquarters. 
Here he faced a tribunal that con- 
demned him to death. He was hanged. 
But as he was hoisted on high, the 
rope’ broke and Gapon fell to the 
ground. 

At that moment Rutenberg jumped 
up, ran toward the pomver traitor 
and squeezed the life out of his 
throat. Since that day the engineer 
has not been able to’ bear the sight 
of his own hands. Come to think of it 
Georges Clemencau also wore gloves, 
night and day, when he wrote and 
when he was asleep or even when he 
was addressing the chamber. Could 
there have been some sinister secret 
in his case also?

WHAT TO DO ABOUT CANCER. 

The nature and cause of cancer are 
still unknown and therefore no spe- 
cific cure is known and’ the best means 
of prevention for any individual isa 
matter of the opinion of his physician. 

Probably more than one disease is 
covered by the term “cancer.” Physi- 
cians recognize at least three distinct 
types of malignancy, first carcinoma, 
the common internal organ cancer of 
persons of mature age; second, epithe- 
lioma, the familiar surface or skin 
eancer of elderly persons; third, sar- 
coma, the most rapidly developing and 
most quickly fatal type of cancer of 
bone, gland or flesh of persons of any 
age, even children. _ 

To the best of our present knowl- 
edge, no type of cancer is contagious, 
infectious or communicable in any 
way, except by direct inoculation. Or- 


dinary soap and water personal clean- 
liness is ample precaution for anybody 
to take in handling, living with or 
nursing a cancer patient. 

Most students of cancer agree that 
cancer is not hereditary, but some 
students are inclined to think certain 
individuals are born with a deficiency 


lof whatever it may be that keeps most 


of us immune from cancer. Not that 
one is more likely to have cancer if 
one’s parent or grandparent had it. 


Cancer is so common that it is 
rather unusual for more than two 
generations of any family to escape it 
altogether. 

The wise man or woman, when con- 
fronted with any suspicion or possibil- 
ity of cancer, applies at once to his or 
her physician for examination and 
advice.

STO CLOUDS GATHER 
OVER DEMOCRATIC PARTY 
BY BYRON PRICE. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 14-—@)— 
More and more swiftly the storm 
clouds are gathering across the face 
of that long-cherished dream of dem- 
ocratie leaders for party harmony in 
1932. 

An open issue has been drawn at 
last between the leading presidéntial 
candidate, Franklin D. Roosevelt, and 
influential elements of the party's 
high command. The actual selection 
of delegates is beginning, and retreat 
is no- longer considered a possibility 
by either side. The democrats of the 
nation are about to be asked to stand 
and be counted. 

The issue, for the moment, turns 
on the question whether delegates to 
the June convention should be in- 
structed, or left free to make their 
own choice of a nominee, 

Several days ago Jouett Shouse, 
who manages democratic national 
headquarters, told the Associated 
Press the latter course would be best, 
in view of changing conditions. Yes- 
terday, at Albany, Governor Roose- 
velt told the Associated Press that 
Shouse’s plan would ‘disfranchise the 
rank and file and leave the decision 
to the trade and barter of a handful 
of powerful gee 

A half-dozen otfier candidates are 
seeking to either wean away states 
previously claimed for Roosevelt or 
secure the selection of uninstructed 
delegates. Although he has declared 
himself no candidate, Alfred E. Smith 
is the choice of delegates slated to be 
entered in several states. The first 
delegation to be chosen since this 
movement really began was selected 
yesterday in Louisiana, and it is un- 
instructed. 

Conferences on behalf of Roosevelt 
continued here today, centering aBout 
Homer 8S. Cummings, of Connecticut, 
one of several who have undertaken 
to marshal votes for the New York 
governor. Other Roosevelt leaders 
will hold similar conferences here 
later. 

A few preliminary tests will be 
made at the ballot. box in March. 
Roosevelt -is expected to match 
strength with Smith in New Hamp- 
shire. and with Governor Murray, of 
Oklahoma, in North Dakota. A few 
other non-primary states are to make 
decisions by convention. The real de- 
cision, however, will not’ be reached 
until April, or possibly later, when 
the big eastern states take their 
choice.

AUGUSTA, Ga., Feb. 14.—Augus- 
ta is obtaining the cheapest milk re- 
corded here in more than a score of 
years, following an announcement by 
the 54 retail milk producers of a min- 
imum price of 10 cents per quart. The 
low price is the result of a price war 
which has been threatening for sever- 
al weeks. Contentions between the 
producers and the dairy products con- 
cerns have been accentuated during 
the time and the wholesale milks pro- 
ducers, which also have an associa- 
tion, have figured conspicuously in 
the matter. ; 

An effort was made _ to stabilize 
prices at 15 cents per quart, but many 
independent retailers came upon the 
scene and following. this the three 
dairy products concerns slashed prices. 
This culminated in the retail dairy- 
men entering the contest and cutting 
prices to the low figure. 

Efforts to establish conciliatory 
conditions have been unavailing, and, 
while it is admitted that the new 
scale at which milk is now being sold, 
including much lower prices on whole- 
sale quantities, makes it impossible 
for retailers to realize profits, there 
is no prospect of termination of the 
milk War.

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The Weekly Business Review 
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Ford Revelations, Bank Bill 
Brighten Business Outlook 


BY FRANK H. McCONNELL. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 14—H)— 
American business peered into a 
kaleidoscope of many changes ih the 


week just ended and it was indicated 
that a little more time may re- 
quired for business to adjust its con- 
clusions as to the early future. 

Leading industrial executives show- 
ed ké?n interest in trying to calcu- 
late the henefits that should grow 
out of the governmental plan to loos- 
en up credit by relaxing some of the 
more rigid restrictions of the federal 
reserve act. They also studied with 
keen interest. the Ford announcement 
that production of that company 
would be stepped up immediately. 

Encouraging results were seen in 
several directions. While trade barom- 
eters failed to show any material 
change in the low levels of car load- 
ings, electrical Biput and steel pro- 
duction figures, Sharp reductions were 
noted in both business failures and 
bank closings. 

The . automobile industry, rated as 
one of the three major foundations on 
which the American business struc- 
ture rests, expressed relief over an- 
nouncement by the Ford Motor Com- 
pany that it would begin active pro- 
duction of its new models. Sizable 
orders for accessories, it was an- 
nounced, have already been «placed. 
Automobile company executives show- 
ed no hesitation in predicting an 
important stimulus to all business, 
a their own, as a direct re- 
su 


lnbaltlibe ae the Ford action was 
also reflected in the cheerier atmos- 


phere that immediately pervaded the 
steel industry, With steel production 
down to 28 per cent and unfilled 
orders of United States Steel Corpo- 
ration declining 87,000 tons in Jan- 
uary to the lowest figure of which 
there is any record, the prospect of 
an increase in automobile manufarc- 
turing was regarded by stcei execu- 
tives as a boon of major importance. 

While other motor manufacturers 
conceded that the Ford program 
would create. more competition for 
themselves, tRey, at the same time, 
argued that it would stimulate the 
industry as a whole and would create 
substantial new purchasing power. 
Past history, it was pointed out, has 
shown an almost invariable improve- 
ment in general automobile business 
once any of its leading producers 
started the move forward. Yontin- 
ued decline. of commodity prices caus- 
ed further uneasiness during the week 
which was not entirely; offset by 
Washington's latest efforts to revive 
industry. Led by sugar and rubber, 
several commodities reacted to their 
lowest levels on record. By unleash- 
ing the tremendous credit reserves of 
the nation, several leading bankers 
and industrialists declared, the cor- 
rection to this entire trend should be 
found. For this reason, they said, 
the dominating influence of the past 
week was transferred from 
tual field of business operations to 
consideration of government efforts to 
arrest further construction’ of credit. 


SWIFT ABOUT.FACE 
DONE BY CURB MARKET 


NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—(4)—Stim- 
ulated by the government’s move to 
make the federal reserve system more 
serviceable in this time of trial, the 


Curb Market did a swift about-face 
last week, turning quickly on Thurs- 
day after. old bear cycle lows had 
been violated in many instances by 
the lethargic decline. 

Ground lost during the reaction 
from the January highs was general- 
ly regained when the clouds of gloom 
rolled away and trading, which had 
been extremely quiet, increased near- 
ly a hundred per cent in volume. 

The advance found the market in 

a favorable technical position, for the 
short interest had been augmented 
whilé prices were drifting downward 
and urgent repurchases for that ac- 
count provided a sizable supply of 
buying orders. Many traders also 
switched to the. long side, since the 
well-known line of least resistance 
appeared to be definitely in that direc- 
tion. High-priced specialties made the 
large gains which mark a_ sudden 
turn, but the improvement was well 
distributed. 

Early in the week Insull stocks 
were weak, Commonwealth Edison, 
Insull Utility and Middle West mak- 
ing new lows, but the group stiffened 
before the rally in the general mar- 
ket made its appearance. Junior 
equities of power and light holding 
companies, which had been hovering 
around their January lows—some 
penetrated those minimums—recover- 
ed their equilibrium and traded. ac- 
tively on the rally, some advancing 
two and three points.

STEEL INDUSTRY LOOKS 
TQ NEW FORD TENDERS 


CLEVELAND, Feb. 14,.—(/)— 
Henry Ford's decision to make an 
eight as well as a four-cylinder cat 
is helping stem bearish sentiment in 
the steel industry, but came too late 
to arrest a decline in production, the 
magazine Steel said today. 

“In December Ford took quotations 
on a substantial tonnage of finished 
steel, but weakness which has devel- 


oped since—ascribed in part to the 
lack of Ford business—necessitates 
new tenders,” the magazine contin- 
ued. “This inquiry by Ford, expected 
shortly, may impose a severe strain 
on the cufrent effort to stabilize steel 
prices. 

“It will be March, at the earliest, 
before steel again moves to Ford in 
volume, but with the Ford competi- 
tion known other low-price car manu- 
facturers can more accurately gauge 
their markets and steel requirements. 

“The Ford announcement, while not 
accompanted by actual order, has 
measurably cleared the atmosphere at 
Detroit and encouraged all material 
suppliers,”

STORAGE SYSTEM 
SA UNIQUE ONE 


In passing the Cathcart Van & 
Storage Company, of 134 Houston 
street, the other day the writer was 
surprised to see W. Lawt Inglis 
there. In the surprise of the moment 
he inquired abext nis connection there 
and was pleased to learn that he was 
the president and principal owner of 
this old storage company, having 
bought ‘out the former owners some 
two or three years ago.

tion and owner’s name is charted in 
some particular private room or see- 
tion oF their large 200-foot long build- 
ing. 

The movement begins by a corps of 
trained men at the warehouse assi&t- 
ing the drivers unload upon the large 
elevators. If the pieces are delicate 
and highly polished, or such articles 
that must be kept scrupulously clean, 
they are not unloaded until provision 
is made to protect them from being 
soiled or marred in any way. 

Not Bunched Together. 

Contrary to what most people think 
in the matter,’the nice furniture of a 
former home is not all bunched up to- 
gether and not accessible until again 
wanted. In the system in this mod- 
ern, fireproof, large warehouse, the 
piano, radio or graphophone is nicely 
wrapped and put in the musical room, 
where scores of other musical instru- 
ments are kept. This large room is 
never permitted to get damp or cold. 
The rugs are all placed in the rug 
room, where a power special moth- 
proof solution is injected. They have 
rugs there now for 20 or more years 
that Mr. Inglis says the owners are 
guaranteed that they are just as free 
from moths now as the day they were 
put there. 

A unique and ingenious’ feature 
about the rug room is the way they 
are stored. Instead of being folded or 
hung up, they are each rolled into 
their own roll and then slipped over 
a long stout pipe and hufig on racks, 
one above the other. In this way one 
rug does not touch another, nor does 
its own weight crease or spoil the 
nap of the rug. The owner of one 
rug hung up this way 22 years ago, 
recently in calling the rug back for 
service, proclaimed the fact that in 
her judgment the rug was as good as 
ever. 

The fur room is a separate vault, 
where furs of all kinds are treated 
and made safe against any  fur-de- 
stroying agency, and is a place very 
popular with the ladies at all times. 

The trunk rooms are visited the 
most often and act as safe deposi- 
tories for scores of people year after 


year. 
System Explained. 

The system here is that when a per- 
son wishes to get or put something in 
their one or more trunks, one of Mr- 
Inglis’ assistants takes them up in 
the passenger elevator and the articla 
is obtained or deposited. The trunk 
is locked and then rope-sealed and the 
trunk room heavily locked. In this 
way no one but the owner of any par- 
ticular trunk can get into their trunks 
and only with the escort of the 
trusted and--bonded assistant.
